The 3rd National Student Congress of the DSHSA met on 23 August 
1950 and adopted a decision Tfhich showed that the USl-ISA was read^ 
to discuss with other national student groups plans for a new 
international student organization which would embrace the doctrines 
set forth in the statement by the non-Comnunist groups at Prague. 

The USl^^ was represented at the International Student Conference 
in Stockholm in December 1950 by T^-p.-Allard K, Lnwenstein^ president 
of USNSA./

The USNSA representative did succeed in keeping the matter of 
a new organization open at the Conference when he and the Canadians 
engineered adoption of a resolution providing for a study of the 
framework at Stockholm vdth view of areporting on ia5)rovements to the 
next conference. This kept the issue of central organizaidon open 
for a year. 


Iiowenstein also proposed an elaborate Students Itatual Assistance 
Program (SjdAP).
